A sharp Increase In prices re­ 
ceived by Pennsylvania farm ers for 
m eat animals and a sm aller Increase 
in poultry products receipts more 
th an offset the lower milk and field 
crop prices for the m onth ended 
June 15, the S tate D epartm ent of 
Agriculture reported today. 
The Pennsylvania Index of prices 
rem ained at 230 per cent of the 
1910-14 
average, 
unchanged 
from 
a m onth earlier. The national Index 
was 244 per cent,, one point higher 
than on May 15. 
A gain of sex en points in meat 
prices from mid-M ay to m id-June 
held the Pennsylvania index steady. 
Beef cattle and hog prices both 
.showed up well for the month. Beef 
cattle averaged $15.90 lier hundred 
pounds livewelght, the highest since 
June 
1953. 
Hogs 
averaged 
$1920 
per hundred pounds, the highest 
since July, 1955. 
As hay prospects lopked favorable, 
hay prices went down an average 
of BO cents a ton, but dairy products 
took the biggest dip at four points 
because of the seasonal Increase In 
milk output. Milk production during 
the m onth of May was 675 million 
pounds, the largest for any month 
on record.

Agriculture Will Continue 


Today’* trend toward* “bigness” 
in 
agriculture—"larger-than-fam ily 
farm s”—will continue, according to 
a study made by Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Service, Pennsylvania State 
University. 
However, a detailed report, pre­ 
pared by Fred R. Robertson and 
George E, Bradow, states: 
Except perhaps in poultry, the 
family farm will continue to be the 
most im portant type of operation 
in 
Pennsylvania 
agriculture.

the family farm s will be larger than 
at present, and ‘twilight zone’ cases, 
between family and larger farms, 
w.ll be more numerous. 
Prospective Trends 
In giving a long look at the much 
■uxsed status of the family farm, 
the survey gives attention to past, 
present 
and 
future, 
and 
makes 
several other point* in prospective 
trends of Interest to all farm ers and 
agriculture leader*. These are: 
1. The Inadequate business unit 
has little chandi of producing an 
acceptable living level for Ult oper­ 
ating family unless the business size 
ii increased. 
2. /. rapid decrease in the num ber 
of inadequate family farm s will be 
.seen in the next ten years lf indus­ 
try rem ains prosperous and non­ 
farm Jobs are.pier "ul. 
3 
A decrease also will be noted 
in the number of part-tim e and 
residential farms, but these units 
s 'IU have an im portant place In so­ 
ciety and will not leave the picture. 
4. An Increase will be shown in 
the aize of 
business required 
to 
transform an inadequate farm Into 
an adequate business unit. 
5 
Consolidation of small unit* 
will Increase the num ber of ade­ 
quate business units, but consolida­ 
tion of adequate units wMll see the 
minimum size for such a unit rise.

The adequate business unit, it is 
stated, Is one that Is big enough to 
nrovide full-tim e productive work 
'o r a fam ily when m odern farm ing 
m ethods are used. The inadequate 
farm is one which depends m ainly 
on farm ing for an incom e, but pro­ 
duces very little.
